BUT CAN'T GET IT. 


tor DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) | 

UFFALO (N. V.,) March 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change has an agency in this city. Yesterday 
this agency sold three carloads of California 
oranges, and when Frank Wiggins of Los Angeles 
asked the agent today how many carloads he 
could sell per day in this market, the ageat an- 
swered: 
“If I had had on hand yesterday thirty car- 
loads of California oranges I could have sold all 
of them. I had only three carloads, and they did 
not come anywhere near supplying the regular 
trade. People were running in here all day, anx- 
ious to leave orders for oranges, and I could not 
fill them. It's all on account of the congested 
condition of the railroads. You simply can’t get 
freight through from California on time, because 
the railroads have more business than they can 
handle. Iam told that even passenger trains 
can't get through on time, because there are so 
many freight trains on the tracks that they can’t 

get out of the way to let anything through. | 
“It’s a great pity that we can’t get fruit 
through here. There are plenty of better mar- 
kets in the East for California fruit than Buffalo, 
and from the growing demand we are having 
here from year to year the eastern cities will soon 
demand more fruit than Southern California can 
possibly produce. I have never seen any such 
‘rush for this fruit as has occurred this year, and 
the demand will soon be growing every day. It’s 
a pity we can’t supply our markets.“ 
In most cities in the East it is understood 
that the same story is told. Not only are the 
dealers in-California fruits unable to come any- 
where near supplying the market, but the market 
has grown away beyond what it was even two 
years ago. Whether this is a permanent demand, 
or whether it is caused merely by the remarkable 
prosperity of the country, the dealers don’t know, 
but they think that the permanent market for 
California fruits in the East has grown at least 
25 per cent. in one single year. :

The army officers at Fort Davis 
engaged in the rush, starting with six 
tons of food. The stampede. was 
started by a man named Nickelson 
appearing in camp with twenty 
pounds of nuggets and cidarse gold.

The strike is reported to be on 
Placer, Jemison and Esperanza creeks.

Maj. Gorgas, in the course of his re- 
port, says: ! 

“Jacksonville, Mobile and New Or- 
leans all have a higher death rate than 
Havana, and I have no doubt that we 
would find such to be the case with 
other Gulf cities if we could get sta- 
tistics on the subject. At present they 
look upon Havana with suspicion, but 
I think that in the near future Havana 
will have to guard against them. 

“Taking cities in the yellow-fever 
area, such as New Orleans, Mobile, 
Pensacola, Tampa, Key West and Ha- 
vana, those in bad sanitary condition, 
as shown by their high death rate, 
would be more likely to become in- 
fected thana city such as Havana, 
which is in first-class condition, as 
shown by its low death rate. I think 
jt probable that within a year or two 
Havana will have to take steps to pro- 
tect itself from the above-mentioned 


“During of 1900 we had 
seventeen new cases of yeliow fever; 
in February of 1901 we had eight new 
cases. As the number of non-immunes 
was very much larger in February of 
this than in that of last year, I think 
the showing is very encouraging. 

“Besides disinfecting the houses with 
formaline and other disinfectants. we 
now screen the rooms occupied by a 
yellow-fever patient as soon as his case 
is reported. and kill all the mosquitoes 
in the building with the fumes of 
pyrethrum powder, at the same time 
covering with kerosene oil all places 
where mosquitoes can breed about the 
building. We also kill the mosquitoes 
In all the adjoining buildings in the 
pame way. 
we are taking to kill the mosquitoes 
in the suburbs, I hope to markedly de- 
crease the yellow fever during the 
coming summer.”

DIVORCE LAWS. 

While in many of the States of the 
American Union there is a growing de- 
mand for more stringent divorce laws, 
the case is different in the Dominion 
of Canada. ,There the divorce laws are 
exceedingly stringent, amounting in 
fact almost to prohibition. Excepting 
in the provinces of British Columbia, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, di- 
vorces in Canada can be obtained only 
from the Canadian Parliament, and 
the only ground on which a divorce 
has ever been granted by Parliament 
is the statutory ground of adultery. 
While applications for divorce have 
often been made upon other grounds, 
they have never been granted. 

Some idea of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing a dissolution of the marriage tle 
in Canada can be formed when it is 
known that before Parliament will 
even consider an application for di- 
vorce it must be advertised for six 
months in the Canada Gazette, and in 
at least two newspapers published in 
the place of residence of the parties in 
interest. This formality having been 
duly observed, the evidence in the case 
is heard by a special divorce commit- 
tee of the Senate, and a report is made 
to that august body. 
then up to Parliament. in the form of 
a special bill granting the divorce. If 
the bill be passed it goes to the Gov- 
ernor-General for his signature. If he 
signs the bill, the holy bonds are duly 
and legally severed. 

The cost of securing a divorce in 
Canada, to say nothing of tie delay, 
makes it a luxury which only the well- 
to-do can indulge in. Under the pres- 
t sytem it costs, at a minimum, 
$500 to secure a divorce in cases where 
there is no opposition. In cases where 
the application is contested, the ap- 
plicant is fortunate if he or she gets 
off with an expense not exceeding 
$1000. More often the cost of dissolv- 
ing the nuptial tie exceeds that 
amount. 

Under these circumstances, it is not 


a matter for surprise that a movement 


has been started in Canada for the 
modification of the divorce laws. Sev- 
eral bills have been prepared for intro. 
duction in Parliament for the accom- 
plistiment of the desired result. Some 
of these measures are quite radical: 
others let down the bars only a little 
way. The debate over the question ts 
uxely to be quite animated. The old- 
fashioned notion that the marriage tie 
is something not to be lightly set 
aside is still prevalent, to a considera- 
ble extent, in Canada. No modern, 
easy divorce law will be likely to get 
through Parliament. 

Beyond doubt, some modification of 
the present cumbersome and compli- 
eated divorce system of Canada is 
needed. This might easily be accom- 
plished, however, without going to the 
other extreme of too easy divorce, mak- 
ing a farce and a jest of the sacred in- 
stitution of marriage, as is done in 
some of the States of our own pro- 
gressive and puissant republic. It is 
to be hoped that the Dominion states- 
men, in seeking to avoid Scylla, will 
not be wrecked in the whirlpool of 
Charybdis.

that in the census year 1900 there were 


thirty-one beet-sugar factories in op- 
eration in the United States. These 
were distributed among ten States and 
one Territory, and represented an in- 
vested capital of $20,958,519. The total 
product was 71,427 long tons of beet 
sugar, valued at $7,323,857. Consider- 
ing the amount of capital invested, 
this is a small product. But this un- 
favorable showing is due in large part 
to the fact that the census year was a 
disastrous year for the beet-sugar crop. 
It may be ‘mentioned as a more favor- 
able indication that at the close of the 
census year the existence of thirty- 
seven beet-sugar factories was re- 


capacity of 22.310 short tons of beets, 
and were capable of manufacturing 
240,000 short tons of sugar annually. 

“The decade ending with the twelfth 
census,” says the report, “covers the 
period of greatest activity in this in- 
dugtry, and may almost be said to have 
witnessed its birth as a successful man- 
ufacturing enterprise.” Dr. Spencer 
reports, as a result of his exhaustive 
investigations, that the manufacture of 
beet sugar may now be regarded as a 
commercial success in the 
States. When the census of 1890 was 
taken there were only two beet-sugar 
factories in operation in the Whilted 
States, and their ‘total product 
amounted in value to only $340,000. 
Thus, it appears, the industry showed 
a steady and healthy growth during 
the decade from 1890 to 1900.

Investigation at Phoenix Regarding 

Unauthorized Amendments to a Bill— 

Somebody Made Thirty-five Changes. 

PHOENIX (Arts.) March 25.—{Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) An ugly bit of 
interference with legislation is now be- 
ing. investigated in Phoenix by a com- 
mittee comprising President Ives of 
the Council and Councilmen Blair. 
Burns and Riordan. They are acting 
under direct appointment of the Legis- 
lature just closed, which appropriated 
$600 to defray the cost of the investiga- 
tion. 

The trouble is all over unauthorized 
amendments that were made to Coun- 
cil bill No. 19, after its passage by the 
Legislature and signature by the pre- 
siding officers of both branches. The 
bill was one that seemed, at thé start, 
to be designed to drive all the smaller 
insurance companies from the Terri- 
tory. It stipulated that all foreign in- 
surance corporations should deposit 
$50,000 in coin with the Territorial 
Treasurer, to secure policy-holders. 
One of the amendments to the Dill 
changed this provision to one calling 
for a deposit of $15,000 in approved 
bonds, a provision not onerous enough 
to bar any company from business in 
Arizona. 

But, when the bill was in the proper 
stage for presentation to the Gov- 
ernor, it was found that

five changes had been made in the bill, 
one of the changes being to restore the 
$50,000 deposit provision. The bill, 
which was a part of the new code, wa?

Great Example Set by 
George Peabody. 


He Gave Millions to 
Aid Education. 


Unlike Andrew Carnegie, He 


Thought More of Books 
Than of Buildings. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—The olny 


American who ever even faintly ap- 


proached the munificence of Andrew 
Carnegie in giving away money for 
the good of the masses of the people 
of the country was George Peabody, 
after whom the town of Peabody, 
Mass, is named, and who made his 
name famous the world over by his 
public gifts, both in the United States 
and England. Like Carnegie, George 
Peabody started life in complete pov- 
erty. He was born in Danvers, Mass. 
which, with Salem, was the storm cen- 
ter of witchcraft in the old days. Up 
to the time that he was 19 years of 
age, he had hardly a dollar that he 
could call his own. At that time he 
met Elisha Riggs, who was 
of some money, but no business capac- 
ity. It was agreed between the two 
that they should open up a wholesale 
dry goods store, for which Riggs was 
to furnish the money and Peabody the 
business acumen. The store was opened 
at Newburyport, Mass., but after a 
littie while it was removed to Balti- 
more, where there was better chance 
for growth, and within seven years 
from the day on which the first store 
was opened there were branches in all 
of the leading cities of the East, and 
the firm was firmly established. 

n Peabody withdrew and found 


| The 
himeelf with exactly $5000 in cash, with 


which he went to London and set up 
the banking house of George Peabody 
& Co. Out of this house Sis vast for- 
tune was made. Soon after he estab- 
lished this banking house, the State of 
Maryland found that it would have to 
sell $8,000,000 in bonds in some market 
or other. and the State government 
asked Peabody if he would undertake 
to make the sale of the bonds in Lon- 
don. He replied that he thought that 
they could be floated in that center, 
and he did sell them there. His com- 
mission on the transaction was $200,000, 
and after collecting it in the regular 
course of business, he sent a check for 
the amount to the State of Maryland. 
That $200,000 was his first great public 
donation, and for it he received the 
thanks of the Legisiature of Mary 
which was called into special session 
for the purpose. 

Peabody's next donation in behalf of 
America was made in about 1850, when 
he gave $15,000 for paying the expenses 
of the proper display of American 
products at the Crysta! Palace in Lon- 


‘don, at an e®bibition that was held in 


1851. That would not be considered a 
great donation in these days, when 
Mr. Carnegie can hand out as many 
millions, but in 1850, $15,000 was con- 
sidered a much larger sum of money 
than at the present time. In 1852, Pea- 
body gave $10,000 toward fitting out an 


expedition to go into the Arctic regions 


to look for Sir John Franklin. In the 
same year he gave a large sum of 
money for establishf the Peabody 
Institute, a combined lyceum and U- 
brary in Danvers, Mass., and his sub- 
donations to that institution 
brought the total up to $200,000. Soon 
thereafter he gave $1,000,000 for the es- 
tablishment of the Peabody Institute 
at Baltimore, and his visit. to that 


city, where he was greeted with song 


by 20,000 school children, was an his- 
toric event. From 1862 to 1868, Pea- 
body carried out his plans for the re- 
lief of the poor of ndon, and in 
those six years he donate’ a total of 
nearly $2,000,000 to that work alone. 
Peabody's greatest gift in this or any 
other land was the donation of a total 
of $3,500,000 for the promotion of edu- 
cation among the people of the South, 
and the results of thet work are now 
being felt among the southern p®ople, 
who had just been thrown into most 
abject poverty by the War of the Re- 
bellion. For that gift he received the 
thanks of Congress and a gold medal 
by the people of the United States. 
There is not a college in the United 
States that was in existence during 
the late years of the life of George 
Peabody that did not receive from him 


donations of money. He founded the 


Peabody Museum of Natural History 


Archaeology and Ethn at Har- 


vard; he established the Peabody In- 


stitute at Salem, the Peabody Institute 
at

Gotason repeated that he was begin- 
ning to entertain serious doubts as to 
the reality of the reputed enormous 
wealth of Mr. Hardupson. 

Mr. Herringson said there could be 
no reasonable doubt on the subject of 
. Hardupson’s enormous wealth. He 
knew fora fact that among other 
things Mr. Hardupson was the owner 
of or the leading stockholder in seven- 
teen oil companies, all of which own 
gushers—or expect to. Besides this, he 
was the owner of an enormously rich 
deposit of gwano on the ‘sland of Juan 
Fernandez, which had been granted 
him by the Chilean government. This 
deposit assayed sixteen ounces to the 
pound, in a dry state, and was so ex-

Waiting to Wear Out 
Old Permits. 


Health Authorities Claim City 
is Rid of the Only 
Wicked Dairy. 


Not a dairyman nor a milk vender 
in the city is complying with the new 
ordinance which became effective the 
day of its publication, March 11. Al- 
though the milk business is now oper- 
ated under a law which is a dead let- 
ter, the fact is not known to all the 
members of the Board of Health, for 
some of them yesterday said that the 
new ordinance was now being tried. 

The fact that the dealers in milk are 
not living up to the law is pot be- 
cause they wish to violate the city 
ordinance, nor is it because the health 
offidlals do not want to enforce it. 

Under the old ordinance, dairymen 
and milk venders secured their per- 
mits from the City Clerk. By the 
terms of the new ordinance the per- 
mits must be given by the Board of 
Health. The old permits all expire 
the first of May, and the dealers ‘will 
continue doing business under them 
until that date. Then the new; or- 
dinance will be eomplied with, the 
dealers say. 

Many complaints are being made 
that an inferior quality of milk is sold 
by some of the dealers. There are 
also contentions among the dairymen, 
some charging that others are allowed 
to run their dairies with.a free hand 
and without any supervision from the 
Milk Inspector. * 

The retail grocers and other small 
dealers who sell milk, also complain 
that they are prosecuted when found 
to be selling inferior or adulterated 
milk, when, as a matter of fact, they 
are not to blame. They buy their milk 
from the dairymen, they say. in good 
faith, supposing it to be good, and 
think the original dispensers of the 
milk should be prosecuted instead of 
themselves. 

Members of the Board of Nealth and 
Milk Inspector Hood deny that poor 
milk is sold to any extent in Los An- 
geles. It is cmimed by them that the 
only dairy which was violating the law 
to any extent has gone out of business. 
Mr. Hood said last evening: “I do not 
know why any dairyman should say 
that favoritism is being shown any 
others. I pick my samples of milk at 
random. | have made seventy--five 
tests during this month, and have 
found no milk of a quality that will 
justify commencing a prosecution. 

“I do not believe that adulterated 
milk nor milk of an inferior quality 
is being soid in the city. In ail the 
tests I have made, I have found no 
watered milk nor any preservaline. 
Thereis no reason wry the dairymen 
should water their milk now, for it is 


plentiful, ©. 1 the quantity’ is more 
than enou, supply the demand. The 
only dairy tit did use preservaline to 


any extent has gone out of business, 
and since that time I have found no 
milk adulterated, 

“If the patroms of grocerymen and 
other small dealers get poor milk it is 
because the dealers do not under- 
stand how to handle it. Most of these 
deasers, when they get a can of mitk 
which has been standing several 
hours after its delivery, make no 
effort to stir it up and diffuse the 
cream. The result is that the persons 
who buy the first few quarts get ex- 
ceptionally good milk, while the others 
have to take the skimmed article. The 
cream has mostly been poured off by 
the time they buy.“ 

Mr. Hood says he is daily prosecut- 
ing his search for adulterated milk, and 
is willing to investigate any complaint 
made, or test any milk which is 
— — Office. 

r. John avison, president of 
the Board of Heaith, laughs at com- 
plaints of dairymen made to .others 
than the Board of Health or Health Of- 
fice. It they have just complaints,” he 
says, “why don’t they make them to the 
Board of Health. We are recetving very 
few complaints. 

“I don't think there is anything 
else for the Board of Health to do at 
present. We have secured the adoption 
of a new ordinance, net by force o any 
outside agitation, but as a result of the 
work done by the former Bard of 
Health. I can tell you the last Board 
of Health took up this milk matter to 
a far greater extent than has the 
present board, and furthermore, the 
present board will not deal with it in 
any great measure. So far as I know. 
there is no fault to be found with the 
Milk Inspector. I think he is attending 
to his business 
When the complaints were brought 
to the attention of Dr. Everett R. 
Smith, one of the members of the 
Board of Health, he said: “We are at 
present working under the new ordi- 
nance, and think that results will be 
much better. One handicap to the 
Milk Inspector is the fact that he can- 
not go outside of the city to inspect 
the dairies. There matters do not 
come directly to the Board of Health, 
and we only know of the work being 
done by the reports of the inspector. 
I think Mr. Hood does the best he 
can, and as well as any man could do 
in his place. We are to have a meet- 
ing next Monday evening, ‘and this 
matter may come up then.” 

It is apparent from what Dr. Smith 
says that he is unaware that the new

Thieves. 

In spite of the fact that the theft 
of a bicycle ie now a felony, hardly a 
day passes but the loss of one or more 
wheels is reported to the police. The 
number reported stolen is not as large | 
as it was last fall, when there ap- 
peared to be an organized gang of bi- 
cycle thieves here, buf the thefts are 
still numerous enough to keep some of 
the members on the detective force 
busy examining the wheels which have 
been purchased by second-hand deal- 
ers and pawnbrokers. ' 

Three thefts of bicycles were report-

ST. PETERSBURG, March 4.—[{As- 
societed Press Correspondence. Wired 
H. D. Pierce, counsel for the United 
States in the arbitration over the seiz- 
ure by Russian warships of American 
sealing vessels, has submitted his ar- 
gument to the arbiter, M. Asser, a 
member of the council of state of The 
Netherlands. 

The most interesting of the cases in 
dispute is that of the James Hamilton 
Lewis, since Russia set up by implica- 
tion at least the defense that this ves- 
sel was seized at a distance of about 
five miles fro mthe Russian shore. In. 
as much as the jurists have hitherto 
sustained the three-mile limit as the 
extreme boundary of jurisdiction of 
coasts, and Ruesta has never publicly 
asserted an intentien of claiming mor 
Mr. Pierce seems to have successfully 
combatted this plea, not to mention 
the fact that no proof was offered by 
Russia thet the vessel was engaged in 
sealing off the Russian coast. 

The Lewis, sailing from San Fran- 
cisco, was seized on August ?. 1891, 
taken to Viadivostok and confiscated. 
At the mome of seizure she was 
twenty miles from Copper Island, the 
nearest Russian territory. It is the 
claim of the United States that she 
had never during the entire voyage 
been within Russian jurisdiction,

First they had her arrested because 
her lions sent out unseemly roars on 
the night end troubled the dreams of 
all the cows in the neighborhood. The 
they had her arrested some more for 
selling a “non-alcoholic mixture,“ 
made out of h and commonly 
known as beer. 

Then one of the evening papers, with 
a highly-developed mo nature, said 
her dance hall was a shocking 
place. The Tax Collector was simply 
the last straw. 

“Isn't it awful?” asked Mrs. Mor- 
rison, when the deputies had wended 
their way out of the frent door in 
solemn state.

SEALING CONTROVERSY. 


United States Counsel’s Argument 
Over Seizure of American Vessels by 
Russian Warships Submitted to Ar- 


biter. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 4.—({As- 
societed Press Correspondence. Wired 
H. D. Pierce, counsel for the United 
States in the arbitration over the seiz- 
ure by Russian warships of American 
sealing vessels, has submitted his ar- 
gument to the arbiter, M. Asser, a 
member of the council of state of The 
Netherlands. 

The most interesting of the cases in 
dispute is that of the James Hamilton 
Lewis, since Russia set up by implica- 
tion at least the defense that this ves- 
sel was seized at a distance of about 
five miles fro mthe Russian shore. In 
as much as tlie jurists have hitherto 
sustained the three-mile limit as the 
extreme boundary of jurisdiction of 
coasts, and Russia has never publicly 
asserted an intentien of claiming more, 
Mr. Pierce seems to have successfully 
combatted this plea, not to mention 
the fact that no proof was offered by 
Russia that the vessel was engaged in 
sealing off the Russian coast. 

The Lewis, sailing from San Fran- 
cisco, was seized on August 2, 1891, 
taken to Viadivostok and confiscated. 
At the moment of seizure she was 
twenty miles ¢rom Copper Island, the 
nearest Russian territory. It is the 
claim of the United States that she 
had never during the entire voyage 
been within Russian jurisdiction.

The Westlake, Social Club“ wae left 
on the verge of Wars. The “Westlake 
Social Club” is mostiy a small, dark- 
eyed little woman with a Cockney ac- 
cent and plenty of troubles. Her name 
is Mrs. Morrison. She runs the Lions 
and the dance hall. ; 

First they had her arrested because 
her lions sent out unseemly roars on 
the night end troubled the dreams of 
all the cows in the neighborhood. The 
they had her arrested some more for 
selling a “non-alcoholic mixture,” 
made out of hops, and commonly 
known as beer. 

Then one of the evening papers, with 
a highly-developed moral nature, said 
her dance hall was a real shocking 
place. The Tax Collector was simply 
the last straw.

A SAMPLE "CLUB OF CLUBS.” 


The so-calied department club, which 
Jennie June calls a “club of cjubs,” has 
grown greatly in importance. Among 
the best-known of these is the Chicago 
Womans Club. In that club there are 
six departments—reform, home, educa- 
tion, philanthropy, art and literature, 
philosophy and science. In each depart- 
ment work is carried on along very 
broad lines. For instance, included in 
the department of education are the 
visite paid to public schools, decora- 
tions for schooirooms and of speciai 
methods of pedagogy, establishment of 
various schools and playgrounds. The 
members choose whichever department 
they prefor for work; each depart- 
ment has its own standing commit- 
tees and its own programme. Severai 
auxiliary societies have been formed as 
an outcome of the work done by the 
woman's club. Among these may be 


mentioned the Protective Agency for 


Women and Children, the School Chi- 
dren's Aid Society, the cago Pub- 
uc School Art Society, the Chicago Po- 
ical Equality League and the Wom- 
en's Model Lodging-house Associa- 
tion. The club has nearly 850 members 
enrofied. These women, if isolated. 
could do little individually to arouse 
the public conscience on matters that 
pertain to the public welfare, but bound 
together as they are by the ties of the 
club, they are a force in the community 
that must be reckoned with. 

CLUBS HAVING A SPECIFIC OB-

In the larger cities in the East the 
clubs are usually formed for one en- 
nite purpose; they do not combine the 
various departments that ere to be 
found in those organized in the smaller 
towns or in the larger cities of the 
West.
